Charles Lews was not altogether 
of that Rank. : But .his Father has 
furniſh d Hiſtorians with the Ex- 
ample of a King tumbled from off 
his Throne, and expos3d to the ut- 
moſt Viciſſitndes of Fortune. | His 
Name was Frederic, and he, in 
quality of Fiſth Eletor,commanded 
Subjects who by the lot of Birth 
were lodgd along the Rhine, that 
is to ſay, in one of the fineſt and 
moſt fertile parts of the Worfd. He 
there leg a peaceable Life, and was 
the AN of his People, when the 
bs B22 *'* Bobe» 
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Bohemians bethought themſelves, to 


his Misfortune, to entreat him to ! 
take the Reins of their Empire, of 


which they offerd him the Crown, 


deſiring him earneſtly to accept it; 


which he refuſing for ' ſome time, | 


they proteſted that they would then |} 


offer 1t to ſome other. 
Frederic being ſollicited by his 
Friends not to loſe fo fair an occa- 
fion of making himſelf greater,and 
which was not daily to be_ met 
with ; reſolvd at laſt to aſcend a 
Throne, which they told him was 
Vacant. "For as the Crown of Bo- 
bemia is EleRive, and that the Val- 
fals and Subjets of that Kingdom 
found themſelves extreamly ill us'd ; 
they thought, that having the Right 
of making a King, they likewiſe

Princes expoſe them» 
ſelves to this, when they uſe their 
SubjeQs as if they were Beaſts, and 
without Scruple wolate the moſt

That Supreme Title, which 
made him the firſt Prince of 
Chriſtendom, ſwell'd his heart to

He departed from Heidelberg, the 
Metropolis of his State, and went 
to Prague, the principal City of Bo- 
hensa, where he was receiv'd with 
all the reſpe& and magnificence be- 
fitting him. They proceeded to his 
Coronation with all the demonſtra- 
tions of Joy imaginable, and this 
great Aﬀair was folemniz'd on the 
4 of November. 1619. | 

The Princes and States, who with 
a jealous Eye beheld the Grandeur 
B 4 and 
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and Elevation of the Houſe of Au- 


ftria, did all emulate in their Con-| 


gratulations of this new King. He 


receiv'd Letters and Ambaſſadors | 
from ſeveral parts of Europe , and F 
the firſt days of that unſetled Reign Þ 2 


were the fineſt that ever were. No- 
thing but Tilts, Feaſts, Turnaments, 
and Caroufels were feen. But it had 
been'much more neceſſary to pre- 
pare by the Levies of good Forces 
to maintain this new Dignity, than 
to fatigue themſelves in vain, in 
thoſe fruitleſs laborious Occupx- 


tions, which are only allowable in ! 


a profound Peace. 


During theſe Tranſaions; Ferd;- | 


zand prepared himſelf to difturÞ the 


Feaſt. His Kingdom ſtuck to his 


heart, and he did not intend to part 
with it ſo cheaply. He aſſembled 
an Army with ſpeed, and took the 
Field as ſoon as ever it was ready.

fra, where not ' thinking himſelf ſe-F . 
cure, he paſsd into Brandenburgh, * 
and arriv'd at laſt in Holand. ?

Aſter the reduction of Bohemza, 
and the terrible vengeance the Em- 
peror exercisd upon it; this Prince, 
to favour the Pretenfions of the 
Duke of Bavarza, carried his victos 
rious Arms into the Palatinat. At 
his approach all buckles under the 
terror of his Name. The Cities 
open their Gates, or make . ſo ſorry 
a defence, that their weak reſiſtance 
only ſerves to make their condition 
worſe.

As Germany ſaw itſelf upon the 
Point of becoming Slaves to the 
Houſe of Auſtria, and that all the 
Proteſtants were going to »be put

Adolphus, King of Sueden, took the 
Field with an Army to fruſtrate that 
vaſt delign. 'He fought the mpe- 
rialiſts, and defeated them at Leip- 
fic, where we will obſerve, in favor 
of thoſe who-:credit Dreams, that 
this Hero being aſleep, the Night 
before the Battrel, thought that he 
had taken 7ily (General of the Ger- Þ 
mans ) by the hair, but that he did 
not hold him ſo faſt-as to hinder 
him from biting his left Arm.

This great Prince puſhing his Point | 
with extream Vigor,, purſued the

Runaways as far as Hersburg and 
Hall, which he added to the num» 
ber of his Conqueſts. In his way © 
he took Erford, enter'd Franconia, 
and made himfelf Maſter of Wirt/ſ- 
burg and Francfort upon the Mein, 
and, like a Thunder-bolt of War, 
overthrew all that had the Confi- 
dence to rgliſt him. 

Several Princes of _ the Empire 
ſeeing viſibly that God declar*d in 
Favor of the great Gu/tavus , joinr'd 
with him, and ſo. mach the- rather, 
becauſe they were ſenſible that he 
was only come to procure their Li- 
berty. The Duke of Saxony, who 
had penetrated the defigns :of Fer- 
dinand, quitted his Party, to em- 
brace” the 'King of - Suedens.- - The 
Landgrave of Hefſe, and the Duke 
of Lunenburg, follow'd his Example, 
and with their Forces augmented 
the number of the King's. 

This Prince, who had a-fair /Ticke 
to the Name of Auguſtus, and who

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the Royal Promiſe he had made to 
him, he form'd the deſign of going 
into Bavaria,and i in his March took 
all the Towns he met in his way. 
Newburg , Ausburg , . and Ingol{tad, 
$ were matter for his Triumpb-; and 
8 Munich was conſtraind Pa turn 

to ſubmit to the power 6f the Con- 
queror. 

The Emperor,who neither want- 
ed warligze Troops, nor very expe- 
rienc'd Generals; and who till then 
had ſeen no body that did not yield 
and ſubmit to him, was extreamly 
furpriz'd to ſee all on the ſudden the 
great progrefles of that formidable 
Enemy to whom nothing could re- 
fiſt. Therefore he us'd, his utmoſt 
Efforts to oblige Fortune once more 
to declare in his Favor. And in 
order to it, he put the famous Wal- 
| /tein at the head of his Armies, of 
which he made him Generaliſlimo, 
and gave him fuch an uvlimited 
Power, that he abuſing it , con-

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OWE 7 amt all over in Blood, remove me 
from hence unſeen. As this Lord was 
about performiog.his King's Com- 
mands, the Soldiers came runni 
on, on both ſides, and eagerly fel 
into a cruel Combat. The Ring was 
wounded again,and fell from off his 
Horſe; the Duke of Weimar causd 
him to be coverd with a Cloak , 
not to diſcourage the Soldiers. They 
his fought on both ſides 'with great 
Animoſity, and the ViQtory, which 
was doubtful for ſome-zime,declar'd 
at laſt in favor of the Duke of 
Weimar, who remaind Maſter of 
the Field, and took 9 or 10000 of 
the Enemy's. 

Thus died the greateſt Prince,and 
braveſt Soldier of his Age. Some 
ſay that he was kill'd by a Traytor, 
whom he had receiv'd among his 
Guards ; and that the Shot he re- 


Wh ceivd was ſent him by a ſecret 
dy Enemy, which he could nct_ have 
ad] miſtruſted. "However it happend, 
ns his Death was very favorable to 


the 
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the Houſe of Auſtria, which had 
. ( cauſe to dread the Arms of a Prince 
that was extreamly fortunate, and 
in whom a ſeries of eoatinual Vi-Yi 
Qtories might have inſpird vaſt de- 
figns. We ſee beſides by this fatal 
Picture, that the skin of an Hero is 
as penetrable as that of the meaneſt 
Soldier of the Army; and that a 
little Powder, with ſome Qunces of 
Lead, may eaſily ſnatch away the 
Life of the.,greateſt and moſt fa- 
mous Maonarch-in the World.  - 

This Deatlyapparently occafion'd 
that of another Prince. For when 
Frederic , our unfortunate King of 
Bohemia , receiv'd the News of it, 
he was altogether diſconſolate, and 
his affection oblig'd him - to betake 
himſelf to his Bed. The: grief of 
loſing, with his ProteRtor,the hopes 
of regaining his Dominions ſhort- 
ned his days. He dyed at Ment, 
of which the Suedes were till in 
,Pollefſion; There they embalrp'd 


his Corps ,- which was afterwards 
CON» 
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convey'd to Sedan, where he was 
honourably. interr'd by the Duke of 
Bouillon, who had the honour of be- 
ing his Kinſman. | 

This poor Prince deſerv'd a bet- 
ter Fate. He was very liberal, and 
of a very tender, gentle nature. He 
lov'd Learning, and favord thoſe 
who were Proficients in it. He faw 
himſelf the Father 'of a numerous 
Family ; having had by Elizabeth of 
England, Six Princes, and Four Prin- 
ceſſes, who almoſt all-dy.d without 
Ifſue. He dy'd in ligFrime , not 
being about Forty,of Forty two 
years of Ape at moſt. 

Here are the Names of thoſe Six 
Princes. The firſt was Frederic 
Henry, who came into the World m 
the year 1615,and left it Ten years 
after it, by a deplorable Accideat, 
falling into the Sea,in which he was. 
drownd. 

The ſecond was our Charles Lewis, 
whoſe Lile 1 ſuppoſe the Reader is 


impatient to hear, according to our 
C Ppro- 
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promiſe. He was born on the 12th: 
of December 1617. and became the: 
eldeſt of the Family, by the death. 
of Frederic Henry. 

The third was Prince Rapert,who 
was born on the 19th of September 
1619, and has fignalizd himſelf by 
the Services he has done to the. 
Crown of England,to which he had 
devoted himſelf. He dy'd unmar- 
ryd in the year 1682. | 

The fourth was Edward, who was 

Gonzaguo,Daugh- 
Dake of Mantua, agd 

Scalld Maurice, who 
being born in the year 1621, liv'd 
but a few years aſter it. . 

The laſt was nam'd Guſtavus, who 
dy'd almoſt as ſoon as he appeard 
into the World. 

After the death of the great Gu- 
Pawvu, the Swedes ated no longer 
with the fame Vigor, for the In- 
tereſts of thoſe poor Princes. They 
minded rheir own Concerns; _ 


RY 
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was elected General , purſu'd the 
Germans. He forc'd them to raiſe 
the Siege of Yerdun , took Blamont 
and Ramberviliiers, and drove away 
Fohn de Weert, conſtraining him to 
paſs the Rhine, fought him, and took 
him Priſoner at Rhinfeld. After 
that, this brave Warrior took Rote- 
lem in the Marquiſat of Baden, pre- 
ſented himſelf before the ſtrong 
Town of Brizac, beſicg'd it , fa- 
miſh'd it, and oblig'd' it to ſurren- 
der aſter ſore months. 

But it is time to ſpeak of him 
that is to be the principal Subject of 
this Book. Charles Lews, and Ru- 
pert his Brother, at that time im- 
plor'd the aſſiſtance of 'all the Preo- 
teltant Powers of Europe, to obtain 
Succors capable of reſtoring them. 
Guſtavus had begun it very ſucceſs- 
fully, by the taking of Manheim and 

uhendal: But ir was , impoſſible 


. ®*fophim, in ſoſmall a time,. to drive 


out their Enemies out of . their Ter- 
x1tOries. They were ſo well ſetled 


in * 
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in it, and this Prince had 'fo many 
difficulties to overcome, that he 


& could not poſſibly be every where. 


Th= Brothers . having loſt this 
great Proteftor, endeavor'd to get 
others in the Perſons of the Kings of 
England and France, and the States 
of the Ynited Provinces. They re- 
ceiv'd both Men and Money from 
them, and by that means fortify'd 
and ſtor'd the Town of Meppen in 
Weſtphalia, the which they had 
bought + from - the. Swedes. They © 
made a ſtrong hold of jt : .but the 
time of their deliverance was not 
yet come,”-they loſt this place of 
Retreat, and all-the Proviſions they 
had ſtor it with, became a Prey to 
the Imperialiſts , who- ſeiz'd it by 
Surprize, when it was leaſt ex- 
pected. 

This was not the only Misfor- 
tune that befel him; ſince ſome 
weeks after it, they ſuffer'd the loſs 
of a Battel againſt rhe /mperialiſts, 
in which rheir Infantry was almoſt 

C 3 wholly 
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wholly defeated, their Baggage pſun 
der'd, and Prince Rupert taken Pri 
foner; Charles Lewis, in order tt 
avoid the fame Fate, threw himſe 
i a River, and paſsd it ſwimming 
with great difficulty and dan 
ger. - 

The following year, to wit 1639 
Duke Wermar dyd ; and to fill the 
important place which he poſleſs'd 
ſo worthily, the Confederates caſt 
their eyes upon our Charles Lewy, 
They could 'not poſlibly make 
choice of ' one Braver, or more con- 
cern'd than he was in the common 
Cauſe. But whereas he was at that 
time in England, where he was gone 
to ſollicit fome new Succors; he 
anfortunately bethought himſelf of 
coming throvgh France, hoping 
thereby to come the ſooner to the 
Army. 

As he was fearful of meeting 
with ſome Obſtacles, that might hin- 
der the diligence he intended, he re- 
foly'd. to. travel, /ncognito., and to 
avoid 
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means of removing him that fill'd 
it. He eomplaind about it; but 
all in vain, Patience. was the only 
Remedy - he could apply himſelf 
to. | 

The French , who: were ſenſible 
that the Complaints of this poor 
Prince were juſt, to comfort him, 
told him that they would not for- 
ger him in ſome other-occaſion, and 
promis d to mediate a general Peace, 
which might reſtore him to his Do- 
minions. Burt all this was only a 
Court-promiſe, not to be depended 
upon; 'and they only deſignd to 
amuſe his Highneſs, when they 
minded nothing but their own In- 
tereſt. | | 
The King of Denmark was ſolici- 
ted to become a Mediator between 
the Princes of Europe that were in 
War: He accepted it willingly,and 
wrote to the Emperor, to the Kings 
of France and Spain, as well as: to 
the States General about it. They 


all unanimouſly agreed upon a Cel- 
ſation 
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ſation of Arms, and choſe Ofſza+ 
brug for a place of Conference: But 
whereas the Affairs of the Houſe of 
Auſtria and France 'were extreamly* 
entangled, ſo many difficulties were 
daily raisd on both ſides, that this 
Negotiation of Peace laſted full 
eight years; 

The Emperor, and the Princes of 
his Houſe, were incens'd againſt the 
Proteſtants of Germany : they had 
made a' League to deſtroy them. 
Fheir chief deſign was to diſpoſlels 
them of the Church-Lands, which 
had been granted them by the Trea- 
ty of Paſſmw made with Charles V, 
in the year 1553. 

Thus the things which were 
treated of at Oſnabrug,were not only 
in great number, but even of the 
higheſt Conſequence: The Parties 
omitted nothing to maintain their 
Intereſts, and to recommand them 
ro the Mediators. - But we may-af- 
firm, that the moſt difficult thing 
was the Affair of Charles Lewis : He 

G £ would . 
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would 'be reſtor'd in the ſame con- 
dition his Father was, before he ac- 
cepted the Crown of Bohemia. The 
*Duke of Bavaria, who ſtood pol: 
feſs'd of his Country, as well as of 
his EleQtoral Dignity, would no wiſe 
part with them, alledging, that the 
whole had been conferd upon him 
by: the. Emperor, who had a 6 


to- diſpoſe. of them; and that the 
Either had been juſtly deprivd of 
them, by the War which he had 
wag'd. againſt the Head of the Em- 


pire. 
However there was a neceſlity of 
concluding Afﬀairs, which ſeem'd al- 
moſt impoſſible to be brought to a 
Coneluſion. Our Charles was pre- 
vaild upon to ſacrifice part of his 


Inrereſt , for the advantage of a: 


Peace : And toevidence how much 
he was inclin'd to it, he conſented 
that the. Duke of: Bavaria ſhould 


keep the dignity of Firſt Secular 


Eecor, together with the Upper: 


Palatinate, the County of Champs 
being. 


ight 
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being comprized in it; and was" 
contented with being reſtored to 
the Low Palatinate, and that the- 
Emperor ſhould be pleas'd in his fa-- 
vor to eret an Eighth EleQorthip, 
which ſhould bear the Title of Arch- 
Treaſurer of the Empire. He-like- - 
wiſe obtain'd this clauſe; that in caſe 
the Duke of Bavaria and his Houſe 
ſhould fail, he ſhould be reſtor'd to 
all his Rights, and that the Dignity 
of Eighth  Eletor ſhould be ſup- 
preſsd ; - and: that whereas -he was - 
the Laſt Secular EleQor, he ſhould 
become. the- Firſt; and that in a: 
word, he ſhould poſſeſs all the- 
Rights-and Titles which. his Father 
was in poſſeſfion of before the War. . 
Something was likewiſe done-in fa- 
vor of Rupert and Edward, Brothers 
to Charles; and the Famous, and fo - 
much wiſh'd for Peace. was conclu- - 

. ded at Oſaabrug on the-firſt of July, 
in the year 1648.; 

- » Our: Prince being. thus reſtord, . 
apply'd himfeli. as much-as he-could 


to - 
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to re-ſettle his houſe and affairs. Tr 
is caſie -to imagine-that both the 
one and the other were in a-very ill 
condition, and that his Enemies had 
- only left. him what they could not 
take away. But as he was not yet 
Marry'd, and that a Conſort was 
very neceflary for him; he conſult- 
ed both his Friends and Subjes, to- 
koow: from -them where he might 
find. a Princeſs fit for him. They 
caſt their Eyes upon Charlot, born 
Landgrave of Heſſe, who had all 
the good . qualifications that could 
be wiſh'd for in a Wife. And indeed- 
the Tprung from a good ſtock ; for 
' the was Daughter. to-the Landgrave- 
William the filth, who-for. his firm- 
. refs, and great Courage, was fir- 
nam'd- .the - Conſtant ; and her Mo- 
ther was nam'd Amelia Elizabeth of 
Hanau, who-was the Honor and: 
Wonder of the Age ſhe livd in. 

This llluſtrious Marriage between 
two Perſons 10 well match'd, was *' 
celebrated at Caſſel, the 2oth of Fe- 


bruary, 
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Bruary, in the year 1650. The fol- 
lowing year God bleſt them with a 
Son who: was nam'd Charles, and 
had' the Evangelick Cantons of Swit- 
zerland_ for God-fathers : and the 
next-year to this; in the ſame month, 
to wit, the month af May, Heaven 
ſent them an encreaſe of Joy, by 
the Birth of a Fair Princeſs, call'd 
Elizabeth Charlot. It is the preſent 
Dutcheſs of Orleans, Wile to the 
French_Kings only Brother, who is 
not ſo conſiderable by the greatneſs 
of her Rank, as by the Vertues ſhe 
poſſeſles, and eſpecially by that 
Sweetneſs, ſo unuſual among per- 
ſons of that Elevation. 

After the Celebration of the Mars 
rage at Caſſel, the Feaſts and Cere- 
monies being over, it was time to 
think on-his retreat. Feidelburg, 
which is the - Metropolis of this 
Princes Dominions, was the firſt 
thar opend her Gates to him. Mar 
herm, Oppenheim, Newſtadt, Creuze- 
' xae,, and- Bacherat follow'd her ex+ 
ample. 
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ample. Franckendal which the Spas. 


iards had ſeizd, was theonly place 
that put him to. any trouble : And 
without doubt it would have coſt 
him abundance of men, *had he been 
forcd tobeſiege it, and to-take it by 


main Force. It was the ſtrongeſt: 


place of this Princes Dominions , 
which the Spaniards had only gain'd 
by Cunning, as we have already in- 
ſinuated. It was in this manner : 
They addreſs'd themſelves to the 
King of - England, to: defire him to 
perſwade Frederic, his Son-in-law; 
to allow them to have the keeping 
of 'it ; and to acknowledge this 
courteſie, they engag'd themſelves 
on their ſide to perſuade the Empe- 
ror to receive Frederic into his Fa- 
vor, and to reſtore him to his Ter- 


eitories and Dignities. But being. 


once poſſeſt of what: what they 
wiſh'd for, they forgot their Pro- 
miſe, and only remember to- pre- 
ſerve what they had furpriz'd by a 


pjecc of cuaning of ſo illan example. 
The: 
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+ The reaſons they pretended nor 
to part with it, was that they were- 
not paid off the Contributions and- 
Arrears'due to them. But the Em- 
peror commanded them fo often,. 
and ſo peremptorily, to quit the 
place, that joyning Threatning to- 
his Commands, he got them out of 
it inthe year 1652. 

After theſe Troubles our: Charles 
Lewis enjoy d a profound Peace for. 
five or {ix years together. He want» 
ed no leſs to breathe, and to order 
his affairs. Neither did he negle&t' 
them.” He was very well ſeconded 
by the Eleqtrice; and _theſe were 
the happieſt days they paſsd toge» 
ther. ; 

In the year 1657 our Prince had: 
a-great diſpute with the Duke of 
Bavaria, concerning the Vicariat of 
the Empire, along the Rhine. Charles 
Lewis pretended that it was de- 
voly'd to him by the Death of the 
Emperor Ferdinandthe Third, which-- 
happen'd on the 16th of March, of 
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the year above-written. Ferdinand 
Maria, EleQor'of Bavaria, diſputed 
it with him, by virtue of Firſt Se- 
cular Eletor, and as being'in poſ- 
ſeflion of Lands and Territories 
which gave him a Right ro it. A 
great deal of Writing paſt on both 
ſides,- and there wanted but little of 
the Swords undertaking an affair, 
which the Pen could not decide. 

It is fit to acquaint the Reader m 
few-words, wherein conſiſts the fa- 
mous Vicariat of the Empire, and 
what Rights are annexed toit. It is 
to'be noted, that when an Emperor 
dyes, the Golden Bull (which is a 
Conſtitution of the Emperor Charles 
the fourth) wills and ordains that 
two Secular Electors, which are the 
Count Palatine, and the Duke of 
Saxony, ſhould exerciſe each in his 
Diſtrict, the Vicariat or Lieutenan- 
cy of the Empire; and that what- 
ever. is ordain'd by them, ſhould 

have as much Force and Vigor, as 
ifthe Emperor had commanded or

ordain'd it himſelf, And the thing 
is extreamly well conſtituted, ſince 
by that means the Public Security 
is provided for, ſo that nothing can 
happen during the, Interreguum, to 
the prejudice of the Subjects of the 
future Emperor. 

' "Tis by vertue of this Bull, that 
the Eletor bas a Right of Com- 
manding the Circles of the Rhine, 
which are the three Eccleſiaſtic 
Electorſhips, 7reves, Mentz and Co- 
lognte, Weſtphalia, Suabta, and Fran- 
conta, So that in order to aſſert his 
Rights, Prince Char/es Lewis had no 
ſooner learn'd the Emperors death; 
but he caus'd Bills to be fixd in all 
the capital Cities of his Diſtri, ac- 
quainting all thoſe who had any 
thing to repreſent, that the Empire 
being vacant by the death of Ferd#- 
6, IH. they ſhould come to him 
as to the lawful Vicar of the Em» 
pire, promiſing to do all People 
Juſtice , according - to, Right and 
Equity. 


But © 
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But his Patents were hardly af- 
fix'd at Cologne, and elſewhere, when 
the Elefor of Bavaria causd them 
to be torn down, putting up others 
in his Name,of his own compoſing; 
maintaining that it. was his Right, 
and not the Palatine's, to publiſh 
them ; alledging, that the Vicariat 
belong'd to him, by the Grant the 
Emperor had made to him of it at 
the Dyet at Ratibonne, held in the 
year 1623, which had been con- 
firm'd and ratifyd to him by the 
Peace of Minſter and Oſrabrag , if 
not in expreſs terms, at leaſt equiva- 
lent ; fince it was declar'd by them, 
that the Eleorſhip was confer'd 
upon him, with all its Rights, Reg» 
lia's, and Dependencies, and that fo 
it was a Right inſeparably annex d 
and united to his EleQtorſhip. 

But Charles Lewis's Reaſons were 
no leſs ſtrong than the Duke of Ba- 
varias, to prove that his Right be- 
long'd to him inconteſtably, to the 
excluſion of that Duke. For he 

main- 
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maintaind that this Right had never 
been yielded to his Adverſary ; and 
that the Peace of We/?phalia,which 
he layd the greateſt flreſs upon to 
prove it,did not mention it.But that 
which in my opinion gnade alto- 
gether for him,was the reaſon which 
he alledg'd, offring to prove that 
theVicariat was annexd to the Per- 
fon of the Counts Palatine ; and to 
juſtify it, he affirm'd that they were 
in poſſeſſion of it, before their being 
EleRors. 

As this Right was-one of the moſt 
glorious Sprigs of thoſe EleQors 
Crowns,they aſſerted it with a great 
deal of heat. They employ'd the moſt 
learned Men they could find to de- 
fend it; and this Diſpute went fo 
far, that it was feard it would end 
in an'opett War.The Parties pleaded 
before the Imperial Dyet, which had- 
been convend at Francfort, in or- 
der to the Coronation of Leopold FE 
who had been elected Emperor. But: 
nothing could be agreed on there, 

| every 
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every one remaining in his Right, 
and. putting himſelf in a- poſture to 
maintain it. 

In fine, the Eleftoral College 
would take cognizance of this affair. 
They reſolv'd to have it argued in 
their Preſence, and acquainted the 
Parties that they ſhould declare their 
Reaſons there upon a day appointed 
for that purpoſe. Care was taken 
to meet there, and the Duke of Ba- 
varia ſent into that Iluſtrious Af- 
ſembly the Sieur Oxel, furniſhed 
with Memoirs and Inſtructions , 
wherewith he pretended to main- 
tain his Rights. 

The College being aſſembled, and 
the Parties call'd in to be heard ; 
Oxel read a pretty large Paper, ve- 
ry Injurious to the Memory of Fre- 

eric, Father to Charles Lewis. This 
"Prince, who was preſent, hearing 
him open thus, with a great deal of 
Indignation, commanded him. to 
hold his Tongue. Oxel reply'd that 
he could not obey him, having, po- 
| itive 
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fitive orders for the reading of it; 
and at the ſame time he' began to 
read anew. The Prince interrupts 
him again, threatning to throw a 
great Standiſh that ſtood upon the 
Table, at his head. Oxe! ſeem'd to 
be Deaf, and till continu'd this 
mortifying LeAure. Charles Lewis 
not being able to contain his anger 


any longer, and the exceſs of his 
Paſſion making him forget the place 


where he was, and the Confiderati- 
ons he ſhould have had for the 
Princes, he took hold of the Stan- 
diſh, and ſtruck this bold Reader 
with it in the Face: He was bruis'd 
with the Blow, 'and his Noſe and 
Cravat dawbd with the Ink, which 
did not even ſpare the Cloaths of 
the Eleors who were preſent. 

He excus'd the Tranſport of his 
Paſſion in their Preſence, - telling 
them, as civilly. as the trouble he 
was in. conld ,permit him , that_if 
they had filenc'd this Infolent, the 
thing had not happen'd. The IO 

ere- 
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hereupon receivd ſome advice from 
his Brethren, which he took calmly, 
But when the Bavarian heard the 
® affront he had receiv,d in the perſon 
of his Miniſter, he was exaſperated 
to the urmoſt degree of Rage , and 
thought of nothing but Revenge. 
In the mean time the EleQtors, by 
their prudence, accommodated this 
affair to the ſatisfaQion of both Par- 
ties. But as to the affair of the Vi- 
cariat, they could not make them 
agree ; ſo that the thing is ſtill un» 
decided to this day,both being equal- 
ly poſlefs'd with the opinion of their 
Rights. 

As we only deſign to give a ſhort 
Account of the moſt important 
Actions of our Prince, we will flip 
over ſeveral years of his Life , to 
come quickly to the year 1666, in 
which he had another difpute with 
Charles Duke of Lorrain, about the 

" Lordſhip of Faugemont, and the Ca- 
ſtles of Land/tuol and FHoneck. It 
was difficult for thoſe Princes to end 

| their 
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their differences, otherwiſe than as 
Soveraigns uſe to do,who aſter ſome 
Preambles,never fail to arm on both 
ſides, to demand Juſtice at the point 
of the Sword, and by the mouth of 
their Cannons, Thus both raisd 
Men, marchd into the Ficld, and 
made War in earneſt, However 
with this difference between the 
two Charles-s, that ours appear'd al- 
ways at the head of his Army, with 
as much firmneſs as ſucceſs ; altho' 
he might have relyd upon the Con- 
due of General Chauvet, who was 
a brave Soldier and good Captain. 
But the preſence of a Prince con» 
cern'd is very necefiary to advance 
his -Aﬀairs, as well. as to diſpatch 
them with ſpeed and ſucceſs 

The Kings of France and Suede 
interpos'd, and took upon them to 
accomodate their Differences. They 
deſfird theſe Princes to remit their 
Intereſfls into their hands ; which 
having done,they decided in fayor - 

| | | 
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the Eletor Palatin, to whom theſe 
two places were adjudg'd. | 
From that time ' Charles Lews 
livd peaceably enough until the 
year 1672,that the French King Ce- 
clard War to the Holarders. But 
at that time he found by experience, 
what a misfortune it 1s to be 1n the 
Neighborhood of a Prince more po- 
tent than one's ſelf, and who will 
force one to declare in his favor. 
Every body knows how thoſe People 
were us'd, who defend themſelves ſo 
well at preſent, and how little they 
wanted of being forcd- to ſeek Re- 
ſuge in a new World. The Empire 
and Spain arm'd, to prevent the to- 
tal Ruin of the States; and our 
Prince was indiſpenfibly obligd to 
embrace the Party of a Chief, of 
which he was one of the principal 
Members. This drew upon him an 
Army of French , commanded by 
the famous. Mareſchal de Zurenne, 
who made an Irruption into his 
Coun- 
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8 Country, to force him to take the 
| Kiog- his Maſters part : To which 
end he made him very advantagh 
ous Promiſes ; but he ſtill remain'd 
firm in his Duty, and proteſted, 
that tho he were to periſh, he would 
always follow the Engagenents'to 
which a Prince of the Empire is 
oblig d. : 

He made anſwer to the French, 
who preſt him to explain himſelt, 
that he was ſenſible of his beirg in 
a very troubleſome extremity ; but 
that nothing. ſhould hinder © him 
from doing what he was oblig'd to, 
and that he could not look other- 
wiſe upon them than as his. Ene« 
mies who were fo to the Empire, of 
which he was a Prince. 

This anſwer drew the War upon 
him. Some Companies of Dragoons 
enter'd the Palatinat, and vsd after 
their way, that is very unmerciſul- 
ly, all thoſe that were not in a'con- 
dition to refiſt them. But that 
which deſolated this poor Country 

D moſt, 
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moſt, that has been ſo often the 
Seat of War, and. which has now ſg 
lately reſented its fatal effeQs, is, 
that ſome Regiments of the French 
Army, ſet fire to ſome ſmall Cities, 
and ſeveral Villages, that could 
make no reſiſtance. They burnt 
five or ix conſiderable Towns, and 
about thirty Villages ; and it is re- 
ported that their Barbarity extend- 
cd ſo far as to throw ſome old men 
into the Fire, who could not by 
Flight avoid their Cruelty.

And indeed 
the World did not fail to impute all 
the Misfortunes that befell- our E- 
letor to that baſe Complaiſance ; 
and ſome ſay, not without a cauſe, 
that for a puniſhment , the deſola- 
tion of his Country has been com- 
mitted by thoſe from whom-+he ex- 
pected a ProteRtion. I am fenſible 
thar there is a great deal of pre- 
ſumption in pretending to penetrate 
the Secrets,..of Divine Providence, 
and to ſay poſitively, that God dos 
this or that, for ſuch, or ſuch a Rea» 
ſon. But really there is ſomething 
ſo ſenſible in this, that it is almoſt 
impoſſible to forbeaw- joining with 
thoſe that are of this Opinion. 

To return to the Baroneſs, who 
has causd ſo much diſturbance in 
the World, and ſo much diforder in 
the Palatin Family ; it cannot be de- 
nyd, that the Elerice was much 
too blame in her proceeding, when 
ſhe firſt began'to perceive her Hul- 
bands Intrigue. For inſtead of 
bring» 


>, 
bringing him back by Careſles, and 
Tenderneſs; ſhe behav'd herſelf 
with ſo much hauvghtineſs and in- 
dignation, that ſhe exaſperated that 


Prince who was naturally very gal- 


lant and obliging. She deny'd him 
the dues of Marriage, at a time 
when it had not only been fitteſt to 
have granted them, but even 'to 
have endeard them, by what ever 
might have renderd them more 
agreeable. In a word, her Behavior 
alienated the heart of that Prince, 
inſomuch that it was ever impol- 
ſible for her afterwards to regain it, 
notwithſtanding all her Endeavors 
and Submiſſions. 

But however this Prince can never 
be excusd, and it is very ſhameful 
for Chriſtians who call them- 
ſelves Reſormd , whoſe Morals 
ſhould be ſtricter than others, to 
ſlacken fo openly, and to commit 
Actions that are liable to ſuch dif- 
mal Conſequences. Thoſe whom 
the Providence of God places upon

Thrones , are ſeen at a diſtance: 
Their Example is contagious, eſpe- 
cially if it be ill; and they-are an- 


ſwerable, not only for their own 1] 
Actions, but even for thoſe. thatare 
committed in imitation of them. 

As there is no doubt, but that the 
Public has had reaſon to blame our 
Prince in this Point, we will not ju- 
ſtify him, by making an Apology 
for his failings. We will only ex+ 
poſe to the Eyes of the Reacer a 
Piece which has run long in Germa- 
ny, under the Name of Char/ot born 
Landgrave of Heſſe, lawful Wife ro 
Charles Lewis Eletor Palatin, where- 
in this poor Princeſs expoſes her 
griefs to the Emperor now reign- 
Ing. 

The ſucceſs of . that manner of 
Requeſt has not been poſitively 
known. But if we may judge by 
the Event, it is very likely that 
Leopold the Firſt refusd, or was un- 
willing to meddle with that Afair, 
ſince the Eleftrice's condition has 
not 
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not been altcr'd by it. Her Husband 
has always been totally devoted to 
the Baroneſs, and has ever had an 
intire Indifterence for his Wife. She 
held out as much as ſhe could, in an 
Apartment of the Caſtle of Heidel- 
berg, which the Prince had- aſſign'd 
her : but at laſt ſhe was conſtrain'd 
to retire at Caſſel, at the Prince of 
Heſſe's her Brother, where ſhe re- 
main'd, until- ſhe heard the death of 
the Prince her Hustand. The 
News whereof having oblig'd her 
to go to Prince Charles her Son, 
who was Heir to his Father ; ſhe 
was receiv'd by him with all the 
Reſpect due to her Merit and Qua- 
lity, and eſpecially by the Electoral - 
Princeſs her Daughter-in-law. 
Charlot enjoy d, during her volun- 
tary Exile, an honourable Penſion, 
which was paid þer regularly. She 
impatiently expected her Husband's 
being diſguſted with the Baroneſs, 
and his recalling of her; Bur the 


expeRed in vain, for this Prince 
E 3 found 
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found fo many Charms in the Ba- 
roneſs of Deguenfeld, that he would 
never forſake her. 


This Miſtreſs of our Eleftor (not 


to call her by the odious Name of 
Concubine } dyd about two years 
before her Lover. The Elector 
caus'd her to be buryd in the Tomb 
of his PredeceſſOrs. But the Prince 
his Son, at the Solicitation of his 
Mother, it is faid, causd her to be 
remov d ſome years after, and to be 
bury'd in the Church at Manheim. 

Charles Lewis had, four Sons; and 
as many Daughters by her,to whom 
he allow'd Penſions, which were 
continu'd them by Prince Charles, 
as well as by the Dake of Newburg, 
after he became Elecor. 

fr is true, that Charles would ne- 
ver acknowledge tliem as legitimate 
Children ta his Father : which ob- 
ligd him ro exclude them from the 
Succeſſion and Rights, they might 
have pretended to in his Dominions. 
He inſtituted ( as is already men- 


' tiond) 
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tiond ) W:/:am of Newburg, as his 
Heir, after having taken all necef- 
ſary Precautions for maintaining 
the Proteſtant Religion in his Coun- 
try- | 

Thoſe Lords ſeeing themſelves 
excluded from ſo fine an Inheri- 
tance, have courted their Fortune 
elſewhere. The firſt apply'd him- 
ſelf with much Honour to the Ser- 
vice of the Yenetians, where he has 
had Employ ments ſuitable to his [n- 
clination and Birth. The ſecond 
did the ſame. The third put him- 
ſelf into the . Emperor's Service, 
where he ſerv'd at firſt as a Volun- 
teer. The fourth follow'd the Dut- 
cheſs of Orleans into France, and re- 
main'd there. Thus thofe four Bro- 
thers beſtow'd themſelves, and were - 
known 1n their Time by the Name 
of Rouwgraves.

Bit 'ſhe[/had no& the Confolativn'bf 
ſeeing 2 herſelf a Grandmother;what- 
ever. 
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ever Prayers ſhe made for it. Some 


faid: that Charles's Phyſician had put 
ſome Ingredients into the Remedies 
he adminiſtred. to the Princeſs his 
Wife, which render'd inefteQual all 
the Careſles of that Eleftor. But 
all the World has known, that he 
has beet-chargd with-a far greater 
Crime, which is, to have poyſon'd 
this Prince, and thus it. is reported. 


Therewere two Brothers in this 
poor Prince's Court, in whom he 
canfided; and whom. he lov'd. The 
one was his firſt Miniſter, and the 
other 'the Phyſician -I ſpeak of.

He 
was ſtill in Priſon three years aſter 
Charles's death, ( which happen'd in 
the year 1685.) when the City of 
Heidelberg, with all the Palatinat, 


| fell into the hands of the Dauphin. 
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
